/ Mayor Seems Inclined to Favor 
Higher Offer by Alder- 
man Barry. 


JNJUNCTION IS THREATENED 


Clarence S. Darrow had an extremely in- 
teresting conference with Mayor Harrison 
terday on the subject of the winter tug 
contract. Mr. Darrow had been retained as 
counsel for the Dunham Towing company, 
the lowest bidder on the contract, and he 
eailed on the Mayor to learn what kind of 
treatment his client could look for. He in- 
sisted the contract must be let according to 
law to the lowest responsible bidder and. 
made it plain if anything else were attem t- 
ed he would exhaust every legal remedy in 
compelling the city administration to obey 
the law. | 
‘ he Mayor would give no promise in the 
matter and claimed that Captain Dunham 
ha@ put in his low bid in order to prevent 
the contract from being awarded to the com- 
y in which Alderman Barry is interested. 
he said to Mr. Darrow, “ you can be sure no 
extras will be allowed.” 

“We don’t expect any,” replied Mr. Dar- 
row, “and are willing to stand by our plain 
contract. Were Barry to get it, however, I 
imagine there would be extras enough.” 

This tug contract was given to Alderman 


Barry a year ago without advertising, the:

Mr. Darrow, before filing it, showed 
it to Commissioner McGann, who said: *“* Can 
Ihave thi§ for twenty-four hours?” 
Specifications Are Changed. - 
The presugption. Is that Mr. McGann 
showed it to the Mayor; at any rate, the 
next day the Commissioner said the bids 
would be advertised. But when Captain 
Dunham ¢ame to look at the specifications 
he found a new set had been prepared. The 
measurements of the tugs wanted, steam 
power, and other requirements corresponded 
exactly with boats owned by Alderman 
Barry. It was also provided that the tugs 
must be of wood.

Marshalltown, Rockford, and other points. 


Consumers Look for Lower Prices. 


Users of glucose, known commercially as 
* mixers,”” welcome the advent of the new 
factory, because it will give them an oppor- 
tunity to buy glucose outside of the trust, 
and probably at lower prices than the Mat- 
thiessen concern has been making. The mar- 
ket is now $1.20 hundred pounds, and 
has been, with corfif no higher than at pres- 
ent, $1.30. On this quotation there is said 
to be a profit of 50 cents per hundred pounds, 
or $8 a barrel, on the output. Everything 
that is modern in the way of machinery has 
been introduced into the Waukegan plant, 
putting it in excelent shape to meet any 
reductions the trust might make. The man- 
ufacture of glucose under modern methods 
is decidedly cheaper than in the earlier days 
of the industry, because every part of the 
kernel of corn is now utilized for one thing 
or another. . 


Chicago Firms Are Large Users. 
Among the Chicago houses there are some 
big users. Bradshaw & Wait use about 500 
barrels daily. D. B. Scully uses from 300 to 
400 barrels. The list includes every whcle- 
sale grocer and candy manufacturer. Many 
of them have a bone to pick with the trust, 
which, they claim, is dictatorial and arbi- 
trary in its methods to a point where the ill 
will of the big end of the local trade has 
been incurred.

Millionaire Fighting in Court to Keep 
from Paying Damages-to Man In- 
jured in Explosion. 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 1—Argunients were
